A CASE OF SUICIDE. 


Mrs. James H. Newell Took Two DOM* of 


Arsenic and Suffers the Penalty. 


Mrs. James ft Newell, wife of the gto- 


oer, died this morning at four o'clock at 
the family residence, No. 819 North 
Broadway, aged about 28 years. 


It was known to the husband, Dr 


King and others that Mm. Newell had 
taken two doses of arsenic on Tuesday 
wi*h suicidal intent, and the physician 
aud relatives did what they could to save 
her life without success. 


The story of the unfortunate woman as 


reluted to Dr. J. 8. King Wednesday at 
noon, when he was first called io, gives 
all the particulars concerning the sad 
affair. On examinetibn the Doctor reaoV 
ily saw that Mrs. Newell could 'not sur- 
vive, and he got her to make a confession. 
It is that she had told her husband not 
to drink any more—if he did she would 
kill herself. On Tuesday, election day, 
Neweil came home during the forenoon 
considerably under the 
influence of 


liquor. Mrs. Newell stated that she at 
once went up town and got a(quButity of 
arsenic at Henry Smith's drag store. .The 
poison was wrapped in paper properly 
rn a iked. She took it home and took half 
a teaspoonfnl of the arsenic at 11.30 a. m, 
She told her husband what she had done, 
aud further state.! that sbe had taken an- 
other dose in his presence at 1 p. m. Tues- 
day, and then threw away the remainder 
of the poison. 


Mrs. Newell was sick on Tuesday after- 


noon and that night, and at 12 o'clock 
Wednesday Dr. King was called in to 
give her medical attention. During the 
Hfteruoou Mrs. D. M Fielding was called

1 havo never met any one yet who 


would bribe a Liverpool customs offi- 
cer 
The penalty which has stared him 


in the tace during the voyage is apt to 
discourage all such attempts. How- 
o\ei, there are few things which a per- 
son could tako into England on which 
duly is exacted. 'J believe the customs 
olliocrs have a prejudice against dyna- 
mite, against pirated reprints of En- 
glish books, against tobacco and some 
things of that soit, but, as a general 
tiling, the American traveler carries 
nothing with him on which duty could 
be charged. 


Our big steamship reached Liverpool 


late one evening last summer. The 
customs authorities penned us all up in 
the several rooms of a building on the 
landing. Here there was a good deal 
of fuss and shoving through a passage 
way that was very narrow, and the 
hand baggage was examined as we 
passed out.
